Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are directed to the newly 
amended claims. The Examiner notes that the claims require that the magnets act in a circumferent ial direction. The magnets of Ishii et 
al and Loewenhardt et al act in both a circumferential and radial direction because, although the magnets are aligned radially, the 
magnetic field spreads both radially and in a circumferential direction. If Applicant wants to claim that the magnets are aligned in the 
circumferential direction, applicantt should claim the alignment of the magnets and not the direction in which they function. 
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
